REQUEST SYG STUDY AND REPORT TO NEXT GA POSSIBILITY OP 
STANDARDIZING COSTS AND DETERMINING CEILING FOR UN REIMBURSEMENT 
OP EXTRA AND EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES BORNE BY GOVTS CON- 
TRIBUTING CONTINGENTS TO UNEP. HE EXPLAINED PURPOSE WAS 
TO ENCOURAGE UN APPROACH TO COUNTRIES ABLE PROVIDE "LOW COST 
TROOPS" AS PREPERRED SOURCE OP CONTINGENTS. AT SOV REQUEST, 

ACTION ON PROPOSAL DETERRED UNTIL NOV. 26. COMITE WILL 
CONSIDER SOVIET DRAPT PARA (L. 1136) THEN ALSO, AND TAKE UP 
EIRST READING OP BUDGET SECTIONS COVERING NEW ECONOMIC 
COMMISSION EOR WESTERN ASIA, INTERNATIONAL NARCOTICS 
CONTROL, AND UNIDO. 

IN EXPLANATION OP VOTE, CONGRESSMAN BUCHANAN PRAISED 
COMITE'S ACTION AS DEMONSTRATING THAT INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION 
EOR PEACE CAN UNITE MEMBER COUNTRIES. HE NOTED US SUPPORT 
REQUIRES CONGRESSIONAL ACTION AND PLEDGED CARRY MESSAGE 
TO CONGRESS. HE PRAISED SPONSORS OP RES, ARAB DELS, 

SOVIET DEL AND COMITE CHAIRMAN EOR CONSTRUCTIVE ROLE IN 
BRINGING ABOUT RES. 

CHINA REITERATED IT WOULD NOT PARTICIPATE IN FINANCING UNEF, 

WHICH WAS SERVING INTERESTS OP SUPERPOWERS RATHER THAN CAUSE 
OP PEACE IN ME. PARTICIO (PORTUGAL) CRITICIZED DOUBLE 
STANDARD APPLIED IN RES TO PORTUGAL, AND SAID GOP DID NOT 
CONSIDER SELP BOUND BY RES AND RESERVED RIGHT WITHHOLD 
ASSESSMENTS. MEGUID (EGYPT) THANKED DELS WHICH SUPPORTED 
ARAB CAUSE, AND EXPLAINED EGYPT'S SUPPORT FOR RES AS MOTIVATED 
BY SPIRIT OP COMPROMISE. 

DELS ABSENT DURING VOTE ON 36-POWER RES WERE: BAHAMAS, 

BOTSWANA, CHINA, CONGO, DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, DR, EL SALVADOR, 
EQUATORIAL GUINEA, FIJI, GAMBIA, HAITI, IRAQ, LAOS, LEBANON, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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LESOTHO, MALAWI, MALDIVES, MALI, MALTA, MAURITIUS, NIGER, 

SAUDI ARABIA, SINGAPORE AND SOMALIA. LATER, CONGO AND MALI 
ANNOUNCED THEY WOULD HAVE VOTED IN FAVOR OF RES IP THEY 
HAD BEEN PRESENT. 
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TAKING UP BUDGET SECT. 9 (ECAEE) PHILIPPINES, INDONESIA, 

INDIA AND PAKISTAN SUPPORTED ACABQ RECOMMENDATIONS AND URGED 
SYG FILL VACANCIES FASTER, USING IF NECESSARY CANDIDATES 
FROM COUNTRIES IN REGION WHICH WERE OVERREPRESENTED IN 
SECRETARIAT. PHILIPPINES URGED ECAEE INTENSIFY CONSULTATIONS 
WITH WMO TO IMPROVE WEATHER FORECASTING, THUS INCREASING 
FOOD PRODUCTION. INDONIESIA ASKED FOR MORE RESOURCES FOR 
ENVIRONMENT PROGRAM. INDIA COMPLAINED ECAEE BUDGET 
INCREASING MORE SLOWLY THAN THOSE OF OTHER REGIONAL COMMISSIONS. 
PAKISTAN EMPHASIZED LACK OF SUPPORT FOR ACABQ RECOMMENDATIONS

SYG REP SADDLER, REPLYING TO QUESTIONS, SAID TEMPORARY 
ASSISTANCE USED TO GET WORK DONE WHEN PERMANENT STAFF COULD 
NOT BE FOUND. HE EMPHASIZED SYG WANTED GIVE FLEXIBILITY TO 
NEW ECAFE EX SEC Y (MARAMIS) IN FILLING CERTAIN KEY POSITIONS, 

SAID EXPERT GROUP NOW STUDYING ECAFE ORGANIZATION, AND 
EXPLAINED THAT PENDING RECEIPT OF THAT GROUP'S REPORT 
MARAMIS HAD NO PROBLEMS WITH AC RECOMMENDATIONS.
